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Introduction 


Because of the increasing focus on environmental concerns 
in Canada, publication of materials related to 
environmental issues has increased sharply since 1970. 
This is particularly true for environmental education 
materials. This 12-volume series is a list of environmental 
publications suitable for classroom use, grouped under 
such topics as conservation, energy, land, pollutants and 
wildlife. (See Contents.) 

The project was endorsed by a committee of federal and 
provincial environment information officers whose work 
puts them in daily contact with students and teachers 
seeking information and assistance on environmental 
topics. 5 - 

The titles appearing in the catalogue are published by 
provincial and federal government departments as well as 
citizens’ groups and other organizations concerned with 
the environment. Included in the list are books, folders, 
multi-media kits, periodicals, annual reports, fact sheets, 
publication lists, games, maps and posters. There are plans 
for building bird houses, environmental campaigns, class 
projects and conservation projects for the home. 

Each publication has been examined for its value to 
teacher and student. For purposes of this catalogue, 
environmental education is defined in the broadest sense: 
not only the study of the effect of pollution on nature, but 
study of the entire natural world and the impact of human 
activity on it. 

For each publication in the catalogue, a detailed 
annotation is provided. Each annotation includes language 
availability, grade level, topics covered, length, illustration 
content, date of publication, price, quantities available, 
distribution centre and a brief description of the text. Key 
words accompany each annotation (except maps and 
directories) to give a further idea of the content and the 
level of difficulty. ; - 

This publication is one of twelve that comprise the 
complete Catalogue of Environmental Education Materials. 
There are ten volumes listing materials available from 
_ provincial departments responsible for the environment 
and renewable resources, one volume for materials 
available from the Yukon and Northwest Territories, and a 
national (Canada) volume that lists materials available from 
federal government departments, crown corporations and 
national associations.
